CHAP, I, 


® State of the ſouthern Countries, towards the concluſion of the 
| | year 1781. | 

O introduce more diſtinctly a narrative of military proceedings, it 
may be neceſſary to ſolicit attention to a detail of misfortunes, 
which had almoſt entirely exhauſted the reſources, and ruined the inha- 

bitants of every diſtrict, ſouth of the Coleroon. | 
Thoſe territories had not obtained their due thare of eſtimation under . 
any Government, previous to the arrival of Lord Macartney, in India: 
divided into various diſtricts, heid by different tenures, and occupied by 
tribes at variance with each other, many parts of them remained uncul-

| | tivated, 
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tivated, and almoſt unexplored. Nor was it practicable, for the mot 
enlightened of the Company's Servants, to form a juſt appretiation of the 
benefits they afford, until, by the aſſignment of the Nabob of Arcot's 
revenues to the Company, the Madras Government was inveſted with 
the internal management of thoſe countries. 

From the river Coleroon, their northern boundary, which divides them 
from the Nabobſhip of Arcot, to Cape Cormorin, the fouthern extremity 
of the peninſula, is not leſs than three hundred miles; and from the fea, 
which forms their limits on the eaſt, to the countries of Caroor and Din- 
digul, (then belonging to Tippoo Sultaun,) and the Rajaſhip of Travan 
core, upon the weſt; is on an average at leaſt one hundred and fifty miles.-- 
Immemorial miſmanagement, and late diſaſters, had thitherto rendered 
thoſe countries unproductive; but under a ſyſtem in any degree perma- 
nent, and founded on equitable principles, they would undoubtedly yield 
an annual revenue of 1, 00, oool. ſterling. 

Of thoſe territories, the Rajabſhip of Tanjore is the moſt fertile; it is 
watered by a multiplicity of ſtreams, which, by means of embankments 
and reſervoirs, are divided into every field; it annually affords: two or 
three luxuriant cro/s of rice; the foreſts abound with valuable trees; 
the country is overſtocked with ſheep and cattle; and formerly teemed 
with an induſtrious race, who were expert in agriculture, and habituated 
to manufacture: — While ſuch ate the natural benefits it enjoys, that no 
ſpot upon the globe is ſuperior in productions for the uſe of man, 

From the eſtabliſhment of the reigning family of the Maratta race, in 
1675, to the preſent period, there has been ſuch a progreſſive diminution 
of cultivation, that the annual produce of late years, is leſs by fifty per 
cent. than it was a century ago. As Europeans never interfered in the 
management of that country, and as it has been ſeldom ravaged or invad- 


ed, its decline muſt be attributed to the malverſation of its Maratta or 


Gentoo adminiſtration; but, even in its impoveriſhed ſtate, it uſed to 
produce, before the late war, about ſeventy-five lacs of cullums of rice, 
worth about eleven lacs of pagodas, or 440,000 l. ſterling :=Of this, 
160,0001. was paid as tribute for our protection, agreeably to the ſtipu- 
lation of 1776, after the laſt ſiege of Tanjore, when the Rajah became 
a tributary of the Company. The difficultics that occurred in reducing 
that capital, the ſtrength of the works, and obſtinacy of the defenders, 
evince its importance in a military view: Neither do the inferior forts, 
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and the rivers, rice fields, and embankments that interſect the country, 
afford leſs eminent advantages in the moment of invaſion, 

'The ſtate of Tritchinopoly, extending from the weſtern limits of Tan 
jore along the Coleroon, which divides it from the Carnatic on the north, 
till it reaches Tippoo's dominions on the weſt, near Caroor and Dindigul, 
including a range of fifty miles by forty, is circumſcribed on the ſouth 
by the country of Tandiman, and by the woods of Nattam, inhabited 


by Colleries. Though leſs valuable than the country of Tanjore, the 


vicinity of the Coleroon (till renders it extremely productive of rice,— 
Under the Nabob Mahomed Ally's management, the expences of col- 
lection abſorded the greater part of the revenue ariſing from this territory, 
which is at preſent let to a renter, under the aſſignment of the Nabob's 

revenues to the Company, for about ten lacs of Rupees, 100,000], In 
prolperous times, however, it poſleſſes the means of extended cultivation 
and conſequent increaſe of revenue. The ſize and ſituation of the city, 
the abundance of ſubſiſtence in the diſtrit, and the long reſidence of the 
Nabob Mahomed Ally's fecond fon, the Ameer-ul-Omrah at that place, 
have rendered it the favourite eſtabliſhment of the Muſſulman to the 
ſouthward of the Coleroon. The two great pagodas of Jumbakiſtna 
and Seringham, on the adjacent iſland of Seringham, command the ve- 
neration of the Gentoos; while every ſpot on that iſland, on the oppoſite 
or northern ſide of the Coleroon, about Semiaveram and Volkendah, as 
well as on the plains of Tritchinopoly, are recorded for the bloody con- 


teſts of Chainda Saheb, Aftruc, Clive, and Lawrence, and mark with 


claſſical reverence the ſcene of thoſe atchievements. But above all, it 
becomes important in a political and military view, as the ſtrongeſt and 
moſt advanced garriſon upon our frontiers, towards the territories, of 
Mylore, and the beſt poſition for cantoring our army, in order to 


' menace that power. 


The country of the Colleries, including the territories of Tendimes N 
Mellore, and Nattam, extends from the ſea-coaſt to the confines of Ma- 
dura, in a range of ſixty miles by fifty- five. With the exception of 


ſome ſpots which have accidentally been cultivated, it is overgrown with 


| thickets, and inhabited by ſavage tribes. Before that country can be 


rendered valuable, the woods muſt be cleared, the ſtrongholds occupied, 
and the Colleries compelled to relinquiſh their predatory habits; for in 
its preſent condition, fertile tracts are loſt to cultivation, and the wild 

inhabitants 
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inhabitants, amounting to 30 or 40,000 men in arms, under different 


chiefs, are ever ready to increaſe the public danger, in the moments of 
hoſtility. 8 | 

The territory of Shevigunga, or the Little-Marawa, ftretches from 
the ſea ccaſt on the ealt, to the diſtricts of Mellore and Ma- 
dura on the weſt; and from the country of Tondiman and the Nattam 


Colleries upon the north, to the territories of the Great-Marawa on the 


ſouth ; containing about fifty miles in length and fo: ty in breadth, The 
ſoil in general is untiiendly to the growth of corn, though not quite 
deititute of running ſtreams or artificial reſervoirs; but the country is 
overgrown with thorns and buſhes. I he woods of Calicuil extend nearly 
fort, miles in circumference; they are ſecured with barrie:s, and other 


defences around the tort of Calicoil, which is ſituated in the centre of the 


thickets, and conſidered as a refuge from exaction or iuvaſicn. Theſe 


woods, and the ſurrounding country, abound with ſheep, and cattle ;—the 


inhabitants are numerous, and can bring 12,000 fighting nen into the 
field, armed with ſwords, pikes, ſpears, and firelocks, Though leſs 
barbirous than the Colleries their neighbours, yet arts and induſtry bave 
made little progreſs among them. The country is capable of great im- 
provement, but at preſent hardly yields more than five lacks of rupees ta 
the Rajah, who pays one lack and 7 5,000 rup-es to the Nabob of Arcot. 
The Rajah is of the Taver family, and a deſcendant of the ſovereigns of 


the Great-Marawa, from which Shevigunga was lepar ted at no very 
- Gittant period. —At the reduction of theſe territories in 1773 by Genera] 


Joſeph Smith, the Rajah having been killed; his widow, then with child, 


and ſome of the leading people of the country, eſcaped into Myſore domi- 


nions, and there lived under the protection of Hyder Ally, until the com- 
mencement of the late war. During that period, the country was ma- 
naged by a renter; and, in quiet times, the people acknowledged them- 
ſelves to be tributaries of the Nabob Mahomed Ally. — But while their 


woods and barriers are ſuffered to remain, their diſaffection may be 


dreaded on the firſt proſpect of their profiting by diſturbance. 

The Great-Marawa, or Rajah of Ramnad, occupies a country fifty 
miles in length and thirty in breadth, extending from the boundaries of 
Shevigunga and Mellore upon the noith; to the ſea, upon the eaſt and 


ſouth ; and to the confines of Tiniyelly on the weſt, Nature has been 


little more propitious to this principality, than to that of Shevigunga; 
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yet arts and induſtry have made ſuperior progreſs.— The country is well 


peopled, the inhabitants are civilized, and the villages full of weavers, 
wu manufacture the cottons produced by the adjacent lands. The city 
of Ramnad, where the Rajah uſually reſides, is large, and reſpectably 
fortified ; the ſea-coaft is ſkirted -vith a track of open wood-land, that 
ſhelters innumerable herds of cattle; the revenues are equal to five 
lacks of repees a year, aud the tribute to the Naboh is one lack, and 
75,000 ru,ees. The reduction of the country in the year 1773, by Ge- 
neral Joſcph Smith, and a garriſon of the Nabob's troops conſtantly ſta- 
tioned in the capital, have deprived the native Prince even of perſonal 
freedom. Still, however, he is venerated by Gentoos, on account of his 
high deſcent, and as the guardian of the ſacred waters and pagoda of 
Ramiſerum. 

Madura, is bounded by Mellore on the eaſt; by the Nattam Colleries 
on the north; by the country of Dindigul, on the weſt; and by Tinivelly 
on the ſouth. Its territory is not more than forty five miles in length, and 
thirty-five in breadth, and its revenue is diminiſhed to 34, oool. When 
the Gentoo Rajah Trimalnaigue, reigned there in the laſt century, 
his territories extended over many parts of the ſouthern countries. His 
treatures were great, and the monuments of magnificence left by him, 
which are hardly ſurpaſſed in any age or country, ſtill remain a melan- 
choly contraſt with the pretent poverty and depopulation, The gallant 
reſiſtance made by Mahomed Iſſoof, when he diſclaimed allegiance to the 
Nabob Mahomed Ally, is a ſufficient proof, that when the works are in 
repair, this place may be defended againſt the moſt powerful Indian ene- 
my; while its vicinity to the country of Dindigul, then belonging to 
Tippoo Sultaun, renders it a poſition of capital importance, in the event 


of any future operations againſt that power. 


The laft, but not the leaſt conſiderable of our ſouthern territories, is Ti- 
nivelly, which is divided by a ridge of inacceſſible mountains on the 
north, from the wild valleys of Watrap and Outumpollam, belonging 
to Tippoo Sultann, Ir ftretches to the confines of Madura and Runnacl 
on the north-eait and eaſt; reaches to the ſea upon the ſouth; and bo. deis 
on the welt with the Rajahſhip of . Travancore; both terminating near 
Cape Comorin. Its ſurface is generally flat from the ſea- coaſt, till it ap- 
proaches the mountains on its northern boundary. Nature has been pe- 
culiarly bountiful to this province: The rivers by which it is interfected, 

| — Tm” enture | 
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enſure luxuriant crops of rice, and the drieſt part, yield cotton in abund- 
ance, The productions that enrich the neighbuuring ifland of Ceylon 
would flourich ere, and migut render us the rivals of the Dutch in the 
cinnamon trade; but the particular tenure under which Tinivelly has been 
held, the convulſions it has endured from the firſt intruſions of the Mu 
ſulmen in the courle of this centu y, and the depravity of its rulers, 
have counteracted the benefits of nature, Even when a native Rajah go- 
verned ihis province, the flat and open countty only was reduced, and 
was let for ipecific ſums to great renters, who were inveſted with deſpotic 
powers, and haraſſed the peaceful ſubject; while various leaders, poſſeſſing 
cauſiderable territory, maintained armed forces, and withlield their ſtipu- 
lated tribute on the firſt appearance of di urbance. Thee chiefs, wha 
at preient amount in number to thirty-two, are capable of bringing 

39,900 brave, thouga undiſciplined troops into the field; they have alio 
fortified towns and ſtrong-holds in the mountains, whither they retire 
to, in caſes of emergency. 

Beſte the territory that theſe chiefs, - ho as well as their ſubjects, are 
called Polygars, —poſſeſs, under the range of hills that forms the northern 
boundary of Tinivelly, many of them bold ample tracks in the flat aud 
cultivated country. Averſe to induſtry, they fuſer their own pofleſſions 
to remain waſte, while they invade each other, and plander their in- 
duſtrious neighbours. Such is the dread of thoſe ravagers, that every 
diſtrict in the province has been forced to purchale their forbearance, by 
enormous con: nibutions.

CHAP, II. 


Calamities experienced in the ſouthern countrics, greatly encrealed 
by Hyper ALLY Cawn's aH, of the Carnatic, 

THE calawities with which the invaſion, of Hyder Ally in 1781, 
overwrhelmed the Carnatic, fell heavily upon the ſouthern countries. No 
ſooner had the inalritudes undder that 1avager, poured down from the 
mountains of Myſore, than defolation extended acroſs the Colkroon. 

Thoufands of his plunderers overran the countries of Kivelore, T anjore, 
Tritchinopoly, and Natura, A moſt luxuriant crop, with which the 
grand was at mat tiny covezed, was i:fantiy fwept off, aud every 
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water · dyke and embankment totally deſtroyed, The inhabitants who 


eſcaped the ſword, ſought ſhelter in the forts; where, adding miſery to 


diſtreſs, they periſhed in the ſtreets ; while the whole country, laid waſte 
by fire and {word, exhibited the {ad reality of a general conflagration. 
At length Hyder, having left nothing to deſtroy in the Carnatic, and re- 
gardle.s of our force, which from the time of Colonel Baillie's defeat, 
had never: ventured from its encampment near Madras, reſolved to lead 
in perlon his victorious army to the ſouthward. After remaining ſome 


wecks encamped within random thot of Tauj re, he proceeded to inveſt 


Tritchinopoly, and threatened to fill up the ditch with his Moormen's 
ſlippers: The repeated checks ſuſtained by the Company's troops in that 
quarter, the ctops that Hyder had cut off, and the torts he had reduced, 
ipread 0 general a contternation, that the important and defenceleſs gar- 
rien of Tritchinopoly, ſcemæd ready to ſurrender. In that event, the 
ſoutheru country mult have ſubmitted to his power, had not che repulſe of 
die Eyre Coote's army againſt Chilumbrum, elated Hyder with the hopes 
of defcating the only fo ce that could endanger his conqueſt. This in- 
duced a1; m to renounce more fold, though leſs brilliant proſpects, 4 
to fight he ba ile of the ut July, 1781, at 1 Porto Novo. 
Notw:thitanding his ill ſucceis in that engagement, and his per foral 
abſence from the ſouthward, our affairs in that quarter {till remained in 
great confulion. The Tanjore country was occupied by the enemy, 
wno ſecured its crops and cattie, repulſed the Company's troops at Tri- 
cMapooly, Putiicoitah, and Trivelore, and confined them within the 
fort of Tanjore, There, the granaries were empty, the Rajah's ſub- 
jets diſaffected, and he himſcif accuſed of negotiating with Hyder, 
and of introducing arms claneftinely into his palace. He likewiſe ſuf. 
fered the whole crops of his cot y to be collected by the enemy, while 


he reſiſted every ſolicitation to fil] his magazines, and provide for im- 


pending events. 


The defeat of ad Rraithwaite, in February 1782, and the loſs 


of his detachment (attacked by a powerful army under Tippoo Sul- 
| taun), would have proved a deadly blow, had it not been warded of, 


by the active abilities an! conciliating manners of Mr. Sulivan, to 
whom th ſafety of Tanjore, and of all the ſouchern provinces was then 
juſtly aſcribed, The ſubiequent capture of Colonel Horne, proceeding 
to the ſouth;vard from the preſidency, with military ſupplies, added ex. 
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tremely to the diſtreſs and embarraſſment experienced at Tanjore. In 


the proviaces ſouth of Tanjore and Tritchinopoly, the proſpect was 
not leſs alarming. The Great-Marawa country was infeſted by a hoſt of 


rebels under Maupely Taver, a relation of the reigning family, who 


overran the territory, occupied its belt politions, and for many months 
inveſted the garriſon of Ramuad. 

The Little-Marawa country was controulled by Perry and China 
Mordeen, who, after the death of the late Rajah in 1773, had fled 


to the protection of Hyder, and returning at the time of his invaſion, 


maintained the country under his authority, keeping the infant Rajah a 


ſtate · priſoner, and ravaging the territories of the Company and Nabob. 


The diſtricts of Madura, Mellore, and Palemery, were ſo haraſſed 
with Colleries, Polygars, and the enemy, that our trcops and ſubjects 


were often attacked within range of the forts, and the entries 
fired at on the works. All the Polygars of Tinivelly were in rebel- 


lion, and cloſely connected with the Dutch government at Colombo, 
from whence attempts were meditated, in conjuction with them, and 


with Maupely Taver, to reduce thoſe countries and the Marawa domi- 


nions. Near 100,000 Polygars and Colleries were in arms throughout 
the ſouthern provinces, and, being hoſtile to Government, conſidered 
public confuſion as the only ſafe-guard againſt puniſhment. To 
repreſs theſe outrages, and to retrieve our affairs in the preſent exigen- 
cy, our ſouthern force was inadequate. The treaſury was drained, the 
country depopulated, the revenues exacted by the enemy, and the troops 
undiſciplined, poorly fed, and unſucceſsfully commanded. h 

The complicated dangers ariſing from this ſituation of the country, 
induced the Madras Government, in September 1782, to ſend a reinforce- 


ment of Europeans and artillery to the ſouthward, under the command 


of Colonel Lang; but from a variety of circumſtances, it happened, 
that the operations of Colonel Lang were confined to the reduction of 
Caroor, Aravarcourchy, and Dindigul. Being limited in his movements 


to thoſe diſtricts of the enemy, and to the track between Nagapatam, 


Tanjore, and Tritchinopoly, the ſouthern countries continued nearly in 
their former ſtate of deſolation. Some preceding incidents, however, 
proved the inefficiency of that defenfive ſyſtem, under which the Carnatic 
war had been conducted, and indicated offenſive operations, as the only 


means of future proſperity, On this principle Colonel Humberſtone had 


acted 
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acted on the Malabar-coaſt. He obliged Tippoo Saib to march acroſs 
the peninſula, and to retire with loſs, from the engagement in November 
1782, at Paniani. The ſubſ:quent ſucceſs of General Matthews againſt 
Mangalore, Beddanore, and the principal forts of the adjacent countries, 
Rill farther evinced the wiſdom of Mr. Sulivan's opinions, and of Co- 
lonel Humberſtone's operations. Tippoo was forced to march from Ar- 
cot to. Beddanorez his father's death in December 1782, having made 
him croſs the peninſula from Paniani to Arcot, This event relieved the 
Carnatic, and was the fir.t circumitance during the war, that gave a turn 
to our affairs. For the movements and countermovements of the Carnatic 
army, and even the repeated defeats ſuſtained by Hyder, had proved of 
little ultimate avail in the deciſion ef the conteſt, 


CHAP. III. 


A brief account of the countries below the Gauts, and of the of- 
Fenſi ve Operations in thoſe parts, after the n of Hyver 
ALLY Cawn, 


AT this criſis, it was fortunate for the Engliſh intereſts, that the Ma- 
dras Government, reſolved to direct the ſouthern troops to make every 
effort againſt the enemy. The firſt object therefore of Col. Fullarton's 
command, was to augment the field force in- that quarter, by battali- 
ons from Tanjore, Tritchinopoly, and Tinivelly. The zealous ſup. 


port of Mr. Sulivan and Mr. Irwin, ſpeedily enabled the Colonel to 
equip the ariny, and proſecute offenſive operations; which Government 


judged to be eſſential to the re- eſtabliſument of the public welfare. 


Mr. Sulivan had formed a treaty under Government, for the reſtora- 


tion of the antient Gentoo family of Myſore, formerly depoſed, and 
Rill confined by Tippoo—and Colonel Fullarton was zealous in his at- 
tachment to the ſyttem of conciliating all claſſes of the natives. A 
ſyſtem no leſs congenial to the general conduct of Lord Macartney, 
than with the {pirit of Mr. Sulivan's s negotiation, and requiſite to give 
effect to his enlightened views. 

In ſupport of theſe intentions, the abilities, as well as influence of the 


bramins, rendered it efſential to tieat them with particular indulgence 


and by fimilar attentions, the numerous Polygars of Dindigul were 
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reconciled to our intereſts, as was fully evinced, by the ſupplies derive 
ed from tho poſſeſſions, while they continued under our Government. 

The dependants on the Nabob, felt themſelves extremely hbunibled, 
by the aſſignment of his couutry to the Company. For however elige- 
ble, and iadiſpenſable this meature might appear, on principles of pub— 
lic neceſſity; is could not fail to deprive his adherents of their power 
and ſituation. As far as depended on Colonel Fullarton, he endea- 
veured to convince them, that their wants ihould be relieved, their 
rights protected, an their conſoquence maintained. By thete means, the 
diſſatisfaction of the in'tabitants, and of the native loldiery, were rel. 
trained ; many of whom are warmly attached to the Nabub, and were 
rra ly to burſt forth into the moſt alirming diſorders. 

The ſame principle formed the rule of the Colonel's conduct, to- 
waids the Raiah of Tanjore and the other chiefs, whoſe countries fell 
within the limits of his command, convinced, as he was, that ail our 
meaſures. reſpecting the native Princes, and their tiljects, thould be 
directed by liberal conceſſions and unbiaſed juſtice, 

By the 25th of May, 1723, the army marched from Dindigul to- 
wards Daraporam, where they arrived on the zoth of the tame month, — 
Colonel Fullarton immediately inſpeted the ground adjoining to the 
Fort, aud at three in the morning, proceeded with ſome Europeans, 


and two baitations of Sepoys, to take poſſeſlion of a very ſtrong poit, 


on the weſtern file of the river, within three hundred yards of the Fort. 
Tie men were under cover before dav-light; a {mall mortar battery, 
was openei| from thence at eight in the morning, a three gun battery 
before three in the afternoon, and a breach effected about tix o'clock. 
Parties were ſent round the fort and pettah, to prevent the eſcape of the 

nemy, who did not venture to ſtand a ſtorm, and the grenadiers en- 
Gd at day break next morning. 

Darapor:m is a valuable place; it affords ample ſupplies of grain 
and cattle, it is capable of conſiderable defence, it is far advanced in 
the country of Tippoo, and equally diſtant from the two coaſts, almoſt 
in a line between Negapatam on the eaſtern, and Paniani on the weitern 
coaſt, | 
Although the poſition of an army at Daraporam, would always be 
of em nent advantage, it was particularly ſo at that timez becauſe, 


Tippoo had recovered Beddanore, captured General Matthews, and 


inveited Mangalore, The fouthein army was not in ſuſticient ſtren gth 
| | to 
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to think of marching to Seringapatam, and was fo far from being 
able to oppoſe the whole power of Tippoo Sultaun, that it could not 
even afford to garriſon Daraporam, but were ovliged to deiiroy the 
fortifications. | 

Tae army was, however, ſu Hciently ſtrong for the reduction of the rich 
tract, that lies below the mountains of Viyfore, which extends from Ca- 
roor to Coimbatoor; and from the bottom of the hills, to the confines 
of Madura and Tritchinopoly, a country abounding in every kind of 
productions, for the ſupport of armies, and which may be conſidered 
as a chain of mag1zines, e ablihed by Lippoo Sultaun, for the inva- 
Gun of the ſouthern provinces, in the ſame manner, as the Burmaul 


country, may be coniidered as aitording him the means of wyakun 


on ihe eaſt, 

Caroor, Dindigul and Arava: courchy, had been taken by the ſouth- 
ern army, in Apiil and May, 1783.—Caoor 18 a place of very con- 
ſiderable Hength, fifty miles from Tritchinopoly, on the f. ontiers of 
the Mytore dominions, and was reduced in April, 1783, alter ſeveral 
weeks of open trenches. It contained great quantities of proviſions, 
ſtores, and amunition. —Aravarcourchy was taken by aflault in the ſame 
month, and about coo of our troops killed in the attack. — Pindigul 
is tua e in a rich valley of the ſanie name, about fifty miles Touth welt 
of Caroor; — The town is large and well fortified; its principal ſtiength 
conſi ts in a very high and almoſt inacceſſible rock, on which there is a 
fortreſs, that might be rendered impregnable; but our army took the 
place by ſtorm in May 1783. 3

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THE ANDAMANS, 
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An accouut of the Ax DAMAN ISLAND 83 ao here, probably, 2 new 
ſettlement is intended to be eftabliſhed. 

HE Andamans, are on the eaſtern ſide of the Bay of Bengal, they 

bear about ſouth half weſt of Point Negrais, about 230 miles 

diſtant, The Great Andaman extends in length nearly, north and fouth, 

abuut two degrees and a quarter of latitude; viz. from 14 to 11-459 
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north. The Little-Andamans are a cluſter of iſlands, in the latitude of 
about 10. 30 north, The longitude of the Andamans, is about fix 
hours and eigut minutes eaſt of London, | 

Theſe iſlands, from their ſituation, and appearance, bad long been con- 


ſidered by navigators as pofictling no importance; they were, therefore, 


little known or attended to, by our eaſtern rulers.—Pulo-Penang had 
been given by the King of Quida to Mr. Light, and by him to the 
Honourable the Eaſt India Company; and a ſeitlement had been recently 
eſtabliſhed there, when the Hon. Commodore Cornwallis, with the {qua- 
dron under his command, arrived in India. 

Shortly after the Commodore's arrival, he harbour cf this new ſeitle- 
ment, and that of the Great- Andaman, were minutely and accurately 
ſurveyed, by order of the ſupreme Government, and the proper officers 
ordered on that duty but the particulars ot weir official reports, or the 
conſequent intentions of Government, have net yet been made public. 


Port Cornwall's is ſituated on the caſtern hide ot the Great-Andaman, 
and is diſcovered to be a noble, capacious harbour, with moit excellent 


anchorage, and capable of containing three hundred fail of ſhips, of the 
largeſt ſize, or greateit burthen. e | 

The face of the country is covered with lofty trees, and thick under- 
wood; the former äffording moſt excellent timber, either for domet:iic 
uſes, or ſhip- building. The foil, however, is excellent; and if we 
may judge from the experiment made by the gentlemen of the fleet, who 
cleared a ſpot of ground, and upon ſowing various ſceds, ſound them 
thrive beyond expectation, it is capable of bringing all vegetables to as 
great perfection, as any other part of India can boaſt. 

From the temperature of the climate, we are led to imagine, that upon 


a further trial, we ſhall rather be induced to confirm, than to alter this 


opinion. During the ſouth-weſt monſoon, a cool ſteady breeze, conſtant- 
ly predominates, and at the other part of the ycar, when the north-eaſt 
monſoon ſets in, the wind is ſometimes imtentely ſharp during the night, 
but decreaſes into a gentle ſea- breeze during the day. As a COBVIRCINg 
proof, however, of the ſalubriovs air, and healthy atmoſphere, With 
which heaven has bleſſed this hitherto forlorn part of the Globe, we 
need but to inſtance, that out of two hundred men belonging io a ſhip 
upon this voyage, towards the cloſe of lait year, there was not a ſingle 
invalid; but on the contrary „ ſeveral was had left Bengal with trouble- 
ſome 
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ſome complaints, were completely reſtored to health, very ſhortly after 
their arrival. 

The manner in which theſe iſlands were peopled, is a matter of mere 
conieture; We are told, that when the Portugueſe, had a ſettlement 
near Pegue, two of their ſhips with cargoes of {laves on board, amounting 
in number of men and women, to 300, were caſt away there; and as V's 
the inhabitants are of the Coffrce caſt, it muſt be allowed, that probability 
favours this opinion or conjecture. They are a ſtrong, robult {et of Cof- 
fr:es, and in their appearance, and mode of living, reſemble much what 
Cook delcribes to us, of the inhabitants of the ſouth- weſt part of New-Zea- 
land: Both men and women go entirely naked; the former armed with 
bows and arrows, which they employ in ſhooting fiſli for their ſubſiſtence ; 
In this inftance we perceive a want of inſtinét, which, neither fails the 
rude inhabitants of New Holland, the amplicity of thoſe of the Sandwich- 
Iſlands, nor the gloomy uncultivated mind of the Nootka- Sound men; 
who all ernploy ſome kind of a hook and line, for the purpoſe of catching 
fih. The women at low-water, wade the mud flats, and fearch the reefs 
for cockles, and other ſheil fiſn; and as the tide riſes, they retire to their 
huts, to reait this caſual procender. When a ſupply of fil fails them, 
they roam into the woods in qu | of wild hogs and rats, (the only ant- 
mals, that were perceived 1 in that country) and which they are lometimes 
fortunate enou©h to procure, as the bones about the! ir huts teſtify. Theſe 

e, however, by no means plenty, and it is to be ſuppoſed, from the few 
| vs were teen by our people, chat they are a der nor reſort, when the 
calls of hunger are very preſſing, 

So far, we have been able to give a brief account of the orivin, and 
manner of living of theſe people; who are probably deitined by the 


hand of Providence to come under our protection, and to participate in

the bleſings of c vilization.— The ſhynels they have hitherto ſewn, and 

the want of confidence they have etrayed, may eaſily be accounted for; 

nor is it to be doubted, is that when once they experience the advan- 

tages of commerce, and the benefit of our friend. Wi our intercourſe 

will be permanent; and that they may be taught to en y the fruits, of a 
well directed induſtry, and a cv ilized Government.

Whereupon, Nouraddin haſtened in perſon, to reſcue the damſel from 
the brutality of his ſervant. Her veil had juit fallen off in the ſtruggle. 
The lovely confuſion of offended modeſty, diffuſed a bluſh over her 
animated countenance. It met the eye of Nouraddin. Anger and re- 
ſentment ſucceeded in her breaſt, agitated her fine figure, and added freſh 
luſtre to her ſparkling eyes. An aſſemblage of irreſiſtable charms, ſuch 
as were united in Amana, Nouraddin, before, had never beheld.—

Afghans ſet diſturbances on foot, and took poſſeſſion of Luddak; but 


upon complaint thereof, being made to the Lama, he ſent an army thither, 


repulſed the Afghans, and retook poſſeſſion of the country, From that 
time to this, he has been engaged in no hoſtilities, The arms of the 


Bootans are matchlocks, long knives, and bows and arrows; and the 


ſowars, or horſemen, wear a ſort of armour, 


The articles of trade bronght from Caſhmere to Bootan, conſiſt of 
ſhawls and other manufactures, as well as ſaffron, cloves, nutmegs 
and other ſpices; and their returns, are made in gold, filver, copper, 
tutanag, lead, and coarle wollen manufactures. 

The Chineſe merchants, alſo, carry on a trade with Bootan, where 
they have many factories eſtabliſhed ; they ſupply the inhabitants with 


china, tea, ſilk manufactures, embroideries, looking-glaſſes, and other 


articles; and in return purchaſe from them, the coarſe wollen-manu- 
factures, orang s, citrons, ſkins, and gold and filver ore. 

The inhabitants of Napaul, likewife export to Bootan, broad-cloths, 
white-cloths, pearl and coral; and purchaſe from them, Tanian horſes, 
cow-tails, gold and ſilver ore and tunkall. | 


The road from Caſhmere to Bootan, Hes through Suddaak ; a coun - 
try moſtly inhabited by ſhepherds, from whom plenty of milk, curds, 
and ghee, are to be got, but very little grain. The hills there in ſome 
places, are ſmall and eaſy in their aſcent; ſo that the Caſhmere mer- 
chants, tranſport their mecchandize over them, with little or no 
difficulty, on the backs of horſes, mules, and oxen; but at other 
places they are ſteep and difficult to climb up. 5 | 

The road, by which the Chineſe merchants have entercourſe with 
Bootan, lies through Muntuk Eukar. It is a journey of two months: 
ſeven days of which, they paſs through a barren, uncultivated coun- 
try, much infeſted with robbers, which makes it impracticable to travel 
that way in ſafety, excepting in large companies. The reſt of the 
road is even, well inhabited, and has convenient Serabs eſtabliſhed at 
proper diſtances; to that proviſions are to be procured in great plenty. 

From Napaul to Bootan, it is only eight days journey, and two of 
theſe are ſpent in paſſing over mountains of conſiderable height, 
which are inacceſſible for oxen, mules or camels; but proviſion and 
water are in abundance the whole way. 


There 
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There are two roads from Bengal to Bootan :* one road lies through 
Bukſhadawar, but merchandize cannot be tranſported that way upon 
the hacks of camels or oxen, nor by any other means, than by 
people hired for the purpoſe. The other road lies through Morung, 
which is ſomething better, but farther about, and at the ſame time not 
paſſable for onen or camels; ſo that in fact the Bukſhadawar is the molt 


preferable. 


Gold and filver, is the medium of commerce in Bootan.— Their coins, 
are in the 1ame proportion, as One-anna, two-annas, four-annas, and 
eight-annas. A ſingle anna piece, they call, a Huliva Kogaue ; a wo- 
anna piece, a Kirmunguh ; a four- anna piece, a Chojeck; and an eight- 
anna piece, (which they coin at the weight of ſix maſhu) is called a 
Chikea.— They coin no rupees of twelve maſhu as heretofore in Bengal.— 
The rupees of Moorthedabad and Patna, paſs current there in buying and 
ſelling; but none other, without a deduction from their value. 

Phe Chineſe and Cafamere merchanis, are exempted from the exaction 
of duties; but the Napaul merchants, pay eight annas per man, both 
upon going in, and coming out of the country. | 

The produce of the Bootan hills is wheat, barley, peale, pauper, 
mattard- ſeed, and tourcey; which laſt article yields an oil. The vallies 
avound with every kind of grain that is produced in this country. 

Gold and ſilver are produced from the mine; and not fcund in rivers. 
At the diſtance of about fifteen days journey to the northward of Laſſa, 
where the Lama reſides, there is a gold mine, and at the diſtance of 
twenty days journey in the ſame direction, there is a filver mine. At both 
places guards are ſtationed in behalf of the Lama. About fix days 
journey to the eaſt-ward af the Lama's feat, there is a mine of copper, 
and vermillion; and at a hill, called Rhoſak; fituated at the diſtance 
of three days journey to the weltward, there is a mine of lead, and a mine 
of tutanag. 

The mechanical a:ts are very well known in Bootan. They have 
carpenters, maſons, {miths, weavers, &c. all well (Killed in their ſcveral 
profeſſions. Their buildings are low, but neat, elegant, and conmodi- 


ous; not built of brick, but of ſtone.

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The women are not concealed, as in Hindooſtan, nor allowed to marry 


before twelve yas of age. When the marriage contract is mad: up be-

The better ſort of people, as in this country, burn their dend, and are 
ſometimes at a vaſt expence, in perfuming the funeral pile, with ſandal- 
wood and frankincenſe; but the bodies of the poorer ſort cf people, are 
left in convenient places, to be devoured by the wild beaſts, | 


Extract Memoir of the Map, (piven in this number) of the 
marches of Colonels Fallarton aud Hemberitone, in rhe Come 
EBETOOR and NAIR COUNTRY; % James RENNELL, 
. N. &. 

HE march of Col. Follarton, aſcertains ſome intereſting poſitions 
in Geography; and allo informs vs, of what will appear a new 
fact to many; that of their being a break in the continuity of the ridge 
of mountains named the Gauts, oppulite to Paniiny. This break is 
about ſixteen miles wide, and appears to border, on what D*Anville calls 


Antamally, or the Elephant Mountains, and is occupied chiefly by a 


fore t, waich has the fort of Annamally on the eat, and Palicaudcherry 
on the weſt.— The valley extends fourtcen or fifteen miles be.ween the 
termination of the nerthern Gauts, and the commencement of the 
Luthern ones, before it opens finally into the low country on the Mala- 


'bar-coalt. 


It is well known, that ſhips which navigate the Malabar- coaſt, during 
the no ch eaſt- monſoon, commonly experience a ftronger gale, in the 
neighbourhood of Paniany than elſewhere; and I think that this opening 


in the Gauts, is a very ſufficient cauſe for ſuch an effect. I have been 


told alſo, that the lower part of te Coimbetoor country, partakes of the 
rainy monſoon, of the Malabar-coaft; which may certainly be referred 
to the tame caule. 


The river of Paniany takes its coor from the Coimbetoor country, 


through this opening; and it ſald to be navigable in the rainy ſeaſon, 


tor ſinall boats, a great part of the way; which is a circumſtanee 
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worthy of being well known, and which I was ignorant of, until 1 
read the life of Hyder Ally, publi-hed in France, in the year 1784. 
This ci cumſtance, together with the inundated {ate of the country at 
that ſeaſon, may ſerve to ſhew, that the country welt of the Cauts has 
no great declivity, in a courte of more than fifty miles. 

One important poſition corrected by the route of Colonel Fullarton, is 
Coimoctoor, which has hicherto been placed twenty-eight miles too 
{ar to the W. N. W. and as che poſition of the city of Seringapatam, 
had a relative dependance on that of Coimbetoor in former Maps, 
it will of courie be re. noved proportionably farther to the ſouth in 
tits, —Iudeed 1 had no rule for fixing the parallel of Seringapatam, 
except by its repuicd diſtance to Coimbeioor. 

We have a conhrmation, that this new poſition of Serirgapatam, is 
an approximation to the truth : for by Ccloncl Humberitone's intelli- 
gence, obia ned at Calicut; it appeais, that it is reckoned only nine- 


iy ſeven miles, by the 16ad frem that place:—and it by nineiy-ſeven. 


miles, half as many. cofs is intended, the horizontal diitance will come 
out from ſeventy to ſeventys-two Geogtaphica! miles, (or eighty- one to 
eighty-three, Britiſh miles) which is the preſent aſſumed poſition of 
it, within about a mile. In the Mep of 1782, it ſtands eighty-three 
G. miles, from Calicut. The new polition accords bel with its 
ditance from Manzalore, and Bedenore. Colonel Fullarton's route 
allo corrects the poſitions of Diadigul, Daraporam, Pinee, Anna» 
mally, and Caroor; as well as that of Palicaudcherry, It allo deſ- 
cribes the head of the Paniany river. 

T he particulars of the road between Calicut and Seringapatam, are 
derived from Col. Humberſtone's intellig nce obtained at Calicut.—The 
road from Errode by Sattimungullum, to Coimbetoor, was marched by 
Col. Wood in 1768 :—and that from Errode dire&#, is taken from a 
manuſcript Map of Mr. Dalrywplc's. | 

The road from Damiacotta to Seringpatam, is from Mr, Montreſor's 
Map; and that from Calicut to Damiacoitak is taken from Mr. Jeffries's, 
„ | 

Madegheri, the place of cantonment of part of Hyder Ally's army in 
1767, when he meditated the conqueſt of Travancore, is ſaid by Hyder's 
hiſtorian to be ſix leagues from Co:mbetoor, towards Paniany ;—and we 
are told from the ſame authority, mat the Cechin terctiories, approach 
alſo within ſix leagues of Coimbetoor, |

An Account of the loſs of the Syl1p CoRNwALLIõ. 

N the 27th of December 1789, the ſhip Cornwallis, laden with 
rice from Bengal, was laying in the Madras roads, when it 
blew a very hard gale from the N. N. E. quarter; the Captain being 
aſhore, Mr. Matthews the chief-oficer had the command. In the 
morning the veſſel parted from her anchors, and had then three feet water 
in her hold. There appeared no chance of ſaving the ſhip, but by put- 
ting out to ſea; and orders were given accordingly, in hopes of being 
able to put into ſome Port of ſafety. 

About three hours after clearing the Madras-roads, the rice choaked 
the pumps ſo much, that the crew were under the neceſſity of hoiſting 
them up ſeven or eight times to clear them; during thele exertions the 
water gained conſiderably on them—what hands therefore could poſſi- 
bly be ſpared from the pumps, were ordered to throw port of the 

cargo overboard, in order to lighten the ſhip. 

At this time, the carpenter reported ſeven and a half feet water in 
the hold. The crew continued their exertions with unabated vigour, 
until the water encreaſed to twelve feet, and the head of the veſſel began 
to go down; they then cut away the mizen-maſt, with a view of run- 
ning in ſhore, but the ſhio having bronched to, rendered it impracticable. 

No hope then remained of being able to ſave the ſhip or any part 
of the cargo, or of running her aſſiore ; the crew therefore unanimouſſy 
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requelted the chief mate to think of ſaving themſelves by the boats and 
rafts, as it {till continued to blow a heavy gale —Rafis were accord- 


ngly prepared, and the long boat ordered aſtern, to pick up any peo- 


ple who might be waſhed off by the violence of the waves. Ihe 
chief-mate wWiin William Marnad, the bouſwains-mate, went over the 
{ide of the vellel—the former was waſhed off the r:ft—he could not ſwim, 
and was ſeen no more — Mr. Hardy the ſecond ocer, had been Killed 
by a bolt falling on his head from the mizen-maſt. The crew was 
abuut five l-agues from ſhore when they left the thi p, which ſnorily 
after went down. 


The officers and crew conſiſted of the firſt and ſecond- mate; the 


gun ner, boatſwain, and carpenter, and cheir mates; four quarter-maſlers

fo ty one foremaſt men, Europeans, and one black ſervant. Total 
fifty - three Europeans and one native. of whom only twenty = 
five were ſaved, viz. feventeen who landed at Moorucunam, and elg at 
avout twenty miles nearer to Pondicherry, 

The Cornwallis was one of the fineſt ſhip that had ever been built 


at Pegue. Several other veſlels alſo ſuffered conſiderably in the fame 
gale, |

HE lines of Travancore, run 
in a weſtern direction; and 
extend from the immenſe chain of 
hills, which 4ivide Tippoo's from the 
Rajah's dominions, quite along to the 
fea-horey and are above twenty miles 
in length. | 

One attack, was made on that 
part of tne lines neareft the hills. The 
enemy approached them through a 
jungle, which was ſuppoſed to have 
been impenetrable, and on that ac- 
count, the part moſt weak and un- 
guarded; ſo that a breach was eaſily 
effected, and Tippoo got poſſeſſion of 
the eaſtern baſtion, without oppoſition, 
At the ſame time, a more fexi- 

ttack was made upon the lines, 
about ſix miles to the weſtward of Mel- 
lune. Tipp»>0's guns ſoon breached 
the wail, He filled the ditch with 
cotton; ſtormed, and took poſſeſſion 
of about three miles of the lines, and 
twelve baſtions. 

be alarm was given at Mellore, 
a place of ſtrength, fituate about two 
miles from where the breach was ef-

iecied ; and where, a conſiderable force 


was then ſtationed, A battalion of the 
King's troops moved forward from 
tnence, while a native batralion, with 
five hundred archers, and a large body 
of Nairs, marched round a ſmall jun- 
812 to attack the enemy in the rear, 
the infide of the line being all a moraſs, 
except a narrow pais, at the farther 
part of the rampart, which prevented 
the enemy from ſhewing any front; 10 
thit when they were attacked by the 
torces from Mellore, they tell into dif-

order immediately, and were repulſed 
with incredible laughter. 

Nothing could ſurpaſs the intre- 
pedity, with which the Britiſh and na- 
tive troops repulſed the aſſailants z nor 
equal the confuſion of their retreat. 
The cotton in the ditch took fire, and 
blazed with great fury; ſo that the fu- 
gitives who eſcaped the ſword, periſh- 
ed in the flames. 

Tippoo on retreating through the 
breach, was wounded in the ſhoulder, 
an his horſe killed from under him. 
He was put into „ue palenquin, which 
on recrofling the di:ch, took fire, and it 
was not without much difficulty and 


danger, that he was borne off by his 


attendants, while the palenquin was on 
fire. 

The remains of the palenquin 
was found the next day.— The great 
ſeal of the prophet, a leſſer ſeal, ſe- 
veral diamond rings, ſtrings of large 
pearls, his ſword, piſtols, gold plates, 
Kc. &c. were allo found, and the 
ſtorming party completely routed. 

Tippoo, almoſt frantic, at the re- 
pulſe of his troops, threw his turban 
on the ground, and ſwore by Maxo- 
MET, „ That he would redeem the 
© diſgrace, and conquer the country 
& of 'Travancore, in defiance cf the 
«© Engliſh power.“ | 

Tippoo's immenſe army, and ex- 
tended batteries, wer: not however, 
able to make a new impreiſion on the 
fortia-ations ſooner than the 15th of 
April following, when, (as it was ex- 
pected) he carried, but could not keep 
poſſoſſion of the lines. Thus almoſt 
four months time was waſted away on 
a point of honor, while all the powers 
which ſurround the Sultaun, were 
marching large armies againſt him, in 
every direction. | 
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A particular account of the deſcent of T 1y - 
P o's army on COLLONEL FLOYD'S 
detachment; and of the gallant d:f-nce 
made by the Balis and NATIVE 
TrooPs, en the 13th and 14 f 
September, at SHAORE-« 


Colonel Floyd encamped at Satti- 
mungulum, received intelligence that 
Tippoo Sultaun was deſcending from 
the Gauts in full force, 

On the 14th, the picquets were or- 
dered out in the morning by Colonel 
Floyd to reconnoitre, and about ten 
miles from the camp, they fe lin, with 
a patrole from Tippoo's grand army, 
which had croſſed the river in the 
night, conliting of a large body of 
cavalry. Floyd's picquets, attacked 
Tippoo's patrole and drove the men in- 
to the river Bawaney, where moſt of 
them periſhed, 

Major Darley with his regiment of 
cavalry was ordered out to ſupport the 
picquets; but from the cloſe ground and 
high hedges, he was ſurrounded by 
30co of Tippoo's choſen horſe, before 
he was aware of their nutabers. He 


immediately took a maſtecly poſt, in 


the angle of an encloſure, which covered 
his rear and flanks with an impenetra- 
ble jungle; in that ſituation he received 
and repelled repeated attacks for two 
hours. 

At that time the line was under 
arms, and Col. Floyd with the 19tn 
regiment, and Major Stephenton with 
the zd regiment of native cavalry, 
came up to Darley's ſupport ; Major 
Stephenſon reſolute ly cut his way, 
through the enemy's cavalry to the 
angle occupied by Darley, whilk Col. 
Fioyd with the dragoons, (under co- 
ver of the duft.) go: round unper- 
ceived, and attacked their rear; when, 
the enemy fled, and were cut dowa 
in great numbers, 


was impoſſible for our cavalry to fol- 
low in line. Two troops were howe- 
ver, detached after them, int» the bye 
roads where they made a great flaugh- 
ter - according to the moſt moderate 
calculation, amounting to) 400 men. 


Several horles, and two ſtandards mark- 


The country was ſo cloſe, that it 
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ed with the name of the Prophet, were 
taken ar the ſame time, 

After this rout of the enemy's de. 
tached cavairy, Col. Floyd returned 
to camp, but had ſcarcely diſm unted 
from his horſe, before the enemy's 
line appeared cloſe to his grand guard, 
and about ten o'clock they began firing 
acroſs the river with two guns, and 
very oon after, eleven guns were open- 
ed on the line, an] immenſe bodies 
of cavalry perceived in the rear of the 
guns. 

The cannonade was returned on 
our fide, and continued till four o'clock 
P. M. when finding our fire of little 
effect, the ſix pounijers not being able 
to reach the enemy, and two of our 
twelve pounders being diſabled, Col. 
Floyd ceaſed. The enemy continued 
a very heavy fire till dark, and con- 
trived to bring their guns to bear in 
a half circle, which commanding gur 
ground, obliged the cavalry conſtant- 
ly to change their poſttion. Col. Floyd 
after being engaged with the cavalry, 
expoſed himſelf the remainder of the 
day with the infantry. Threc orderly 
horſes were killed by his fide, and 
Quarter-maſter Crooke, who attended 
the Colonel, had his horie's head ſhot 
off cloſe to him. 

For ſo ſmall a detachment as ours 
(not exceeding 4000 men) to con- 
tend further with t5 ſuperior a force 
as was brought again{t it, viz. 44,000 
choſen troops—14,0G0 Cavairy and 
20,000 infantry, beſide a formidable 
train of artillery of nineteen guns; 
with the ſma'iet h pes of ſucceſs, was 
impoſſible: Col. loyd, therefore, re- 
ſolved to retreat during the night, and 
ordered the Fort of Sattimungulum, 
which was untenable, to be evacuated 
at 10 o'clock; but from ſome miſ- 
management of the officer command- 
ing, it was not effected till two o' clock. 

At day- break the 14th, the detach- 

ment marched; the Colonel was oblig- 
ed to ſpike and leave behind the eigh- 
teen pounder, two twelves, and three fix 
pound-rs, the axletrees being broke, 
and a number of bullock: killed; the 
eee had got on about nine 


miles 
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miles, when the enemy came up with 
great rapidity, and at two o'clock, 
they got three guns to open on the 
rear of the detachment, 

The enemy then thought, the dif- 
truction of the detachment certain, 
and about four o'clock, the cavalry 


headed by a very gallant leader, came 


down with ſhouts of victory, in large 
columns, and made a furious attack 
on our infantry, They were however 
received by the 3zöch regiment, and 
ſepoys, with the greateſt coolneſs, who 
reſerved their fire, till they came with- 
in ten yards ot the line, and then gave 
their diſcharge, Which brought the 
front rank to the ground, and the dy- 


ing men and horſes, came rolling on 


the points of the bayonets. The ſlaugh-

did the ſame to the left. This decid- 
ed the fate of the day, the enemy fled 
on every ſide and appeared no more. 

Tippoo Sultaun was ſuppoled to be 
in the action, but without any mark 
of diſtinction. It was about the time 
of he Mohurrum, or the great annual 
feſt val of the Moormen; and Tippoo 
working on the religious tenets of his 
troops, had encouraged every man to 
ſwear on che Alcoran, to die or deltroy 
the Britiſh detachment. —T he detach- 


ment however marched in perfect order 


into the village of Shaore, in the even- 
ing, and on the 16th were j oined by 
General Medows at Vellady; who had 
marched without interruption to their 
ſupports - | 


From the ſmallneſs of our force, the 
bravery and number of opponents, and 
their formidable train of artillery—= 
Colonel Floyd's preſervation of the de- 


tachment, will be conſidered as a brilli- 


ant and diſtinguiſhed action. The ade 
mirable conduct of the officers, and 
the firmneſs and intrepidity of all the 
troops, were on no occaſion, ever more 
conſpicuous. 

The fatigue the detachment underwent 
was exceſſive; for three days the men 
and officers had nothing but two biſ- 
cuits each, and the horſes remained 
ſaddled for four days, and were mounted 
upwards of ſixteen hours each day. 

The greateſt part of the baggage was 
loit.

My corps was augmented after the 
forcing of Sattimungulum, ſo that it 
conſiſted of the King's regiment, and 
ſixteen ſquadrons of native cavalry; 
his Majeſty's 36th regiment, and four 
battalions of native infantry z with e- 
leven pieces of cannon, ſerved by the 
Bengal artillery. One of theſe batta- 
lions of Sepoys garriſoned Sattimuga - 
lum, the reſt of my corps was en- 
camped near it, on the fouth fide of 
the Bawaney. | 

For ſome days I had many vague 
reports of reinforcements to Seid Said, 


Who was ftationed at Grudzelhetty, 


the bottom of the paſs; his force 
conſiſted entirely of horſe, as they 
ſaid of fix thouſand, but of very lit- 
tle merit. Several ſkirmiſhes took 
place, in which the enemy was always 
beaten with great loſs, and almoſt 
none on our part; at length ſome 
vom affirmed, that Tippoo had 
eſcended the Ghaut in confiderable 
force, and indeed we obſerved a much 
better cavairy than we had been uſed 
to. 

In the night of the 12th inſtant, 
I ſent Capt. Child with three ſquadrons 
up the ſouth fide of the river to 
reconnoitre, and early on the 13th 
inſtant, Major Darley with his regi- 
ment to ſupport him; about an hour 
and a half afterward, I received in- 
formation that Major Darley was ſur- 
rounded by a large body of horſe; 1 
moved out with the remainder of the 
cavalry to his relief, beat the enemy, 
killed four hundred of them on the 
ſpot, and rerurned to camp.

Child joined me juſt before the attack, 
after having beat a body of the ene- 
my's cavalry at Pongar, forcing them 
into the river, where many were kil- 
led and drowned. The priſoners af— 
firmed that Tippoo was at Daniencot- 
tah. 

About the ſame morning, a large 
body of horſe and foot, with four guns 
moved down the north ſide of the 
river, and cannonaded the grand guard; 
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the corps were ſoon formed in order 
of battle, and took a poſition in front 
of the camp, with the cavalry in the 
ſecond line; a large body of the ene- 
my now appeared in front, and began 
to open guns firſt on my right wing, 
and ſucceſſively on my centre and left, 
I imagined they fired from about fif- 
teen guns, but deſerters and others 
ſay, there were nineteen.» Lieut, 
Col. Deare, who commanded the Ben- 
gal artillery, was Killed early in the day; 
and his next officer, Capt. Sampſon, 


was ſoon after diſabled by a ſevere wound 


in the head; - Lieut. Armſtrong of the 
36th regiment was killed; Surgeon's 
aſſiſtant Morris, of the native cavalry, 
was feverely wounded, and died in the 
night. The axletrees of my two 
twelve pounders ſoon gave way, and a 
fix pounder was difabled ; the reſt fired 
with excellen: aim, but ſparingly, as 
my ſtock of ammunition was not great. 
Our line ſtood on a ſhoulder of a riſing 
ground to the right of its ſummit, it 
was ſtoney, but free from buſhes. The 
enemy was on ftrong ground among 
incloſures and villages, and at a con- 
ſiderable diſtance, ſo that moſt of the 
ſhot ſtruck the ground ſhort of our 
line, though ſome went an incredibie 
diſtance beyond it The cannonade 
was kept up until perfectly dark; 
nothing on earth could exceed the 
bravery and firmneſs of every man in

When it was dark, I determined to 


join the commander in chief, and to 
take the ſhorteſt route to Coimbetoor z 
Capt. Dallas, who always is active and 
fertile in expedient, got timbers from 
the fort, and new axletrees were made 
during the night for both the twelve. 
pounders, but one of them only could 


move with the corps in the morning. 
The 16th battalion was withdrawn 


from the fort, and we marched off in 
two columns, one of infantry, and 
the other of cavalry about day-break ; 
the baggage forming a third column, 
more remote from the enemy. The 
ſlaughter of the gun bullocks had been 
ſo great, that we could not move the

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the ground with one difabled fix- 
pounder, and one of the twelve-poun- 
ders. 

Early on the 14th, as ſoon as the 
enemy ſaw the troops in march, a 
large body of the cavalry croſſed the 
Bawaney, and fell upon the baggage

'The country growing more 
confined at Oucara, the corps pro- 
ceeded in one column, the cavalry 
leading; and from this time the in- 
fantry was entirely conducted, and 
moſt judiciouſly managed by Lieut.

numbers of bullocks that had been 
killed, and the exhauſted ſtate of the 
remainder, though every one had 
cheerfully ſupplied his own private 
bullocks, obliged us to abandon the 
twelve pounder, and two more fixes. 


Five fix-pounders were now left z—the 


enemy brought guns to bear on the 
line of march, their cavalry began 
to preſs upon it, and our infantry 
was annoyed from their mutketry 
and rockets. | 
About five in the evening. Col. 
Oldham formed his infantry in ſtrong 
ground broken by hedges : the enemy's 
infantry occupied the hedges alſo, 
This was about two and a half mile 
ſh »rt of Shagre Colonel Oldham had 
reſerved his fire till now. The enemy 
ſ-em24 to imagine the moment ar- 
rived for the diſtruction of the corps; 
they ſhouted from all quarters, fired 
hotly from all their guns and muſke- 
try and plied their rockets.

our ranks. Capt. Hartley of the 46th 
regiment was killed here, in a gallant 
attempt to ſtorm a gun; and our in- 
fantry, ſuffered a loſs from their guns 
and muſketry, but their firmneis re- 
mained unſhaken. 

Nothing could be more inſtantaneous 
and judicious than the poſitions taken 
by Majors Darley and Stevenſon, and 
Captains Pater and Child; each at the 
head of their reſpective corps—Major 
Affleck was unfortunately ill at Coim- 
betoor, and is ſtill extremely weak. 
I had only to wiih; and the cavalry 
performed: — Nothing could be mors 
evident than that the enemy's cavalry, 
his ſtable horſe, was held in the moſt 
compleat check by our cavalry—one 
of our gun was laid for an howdered 
elephant, and ſtruck the howder. The 
enemy now retired beaten from the 
field. We took up our ground near 
Shavre about ſeven at night, and fired 
three ſignal guns. 

We marched before day break on the 
15th: we heard, and returned three fig- 
nalguns; we reached Vellady at eightat 
night, having paſſed three days without 
eating; but not a murmur was heard 
from any one. General Medows had 
puſhed beyond this piace with a view 
to relieve us. | 

On the 16th, General Medows join- 
ed us at Vellady, and I thought my- 
ſelf happy in having brought him the 
corps without other accidents, than the 
uſual caſualties of the ſervice,

a half inch mortars; that at the eat 
attack for breaching, of fix 18 pound. 
ers, and two 5 and a half inch more 
tars. Captain Saxon commanded the 
artillery at the north; Capt. Carliſle, 
at the eaſt battery, Major More. 
houſe, who commanded the whole of 
the artillery, had allo, in conjunction 
with the engineers, aſſiſted in chufing 
the ground for the approaches and 
conducting the attack, The troops in 


the trenches the night before, and the 


day the batteries were opened, were 
commanded by Lieut, Colonel Trent 
So well directed and effectual was the 
fire of the a:tillery, that the guns of 
the fort were filenced in leſs than an 


hour, and by four o'clock. in the af- 


ternoon, a confiderable breach was made 
in the curtain of the cait face of the 
| fort. 
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fort. In the evening of the 21ſt, Ma- 
jor Skelly then Field Officer of the 
trenches, advanced with a party, and 
took poſſeſſion of the gateway of the 
ſortie or covert-way, and the creſt of 
the glacis on each fide of it, where 
the lodgement was fo gallantly main- 
tained, and the advantage puſhed with 
ſo much ſpirit, that at 2 o'clock in 
the morning of the 22d, the Kilicdar 
called for Ccule, and agreed to ſurren- 
der the fort. 

Our loſs during the fiege was only 
one ſerjeant and two ſepoys, who were 
killed in the trenches by cannon ſhot, 
and one Enſign Macmillan, of the 52d 


regt. three ſoldiers of that regt. three 


ſepoys and five pioneers, who were 
wounded the night the lodgement 
was made, but none of them dange- 
rouſly. 

The fort was very badly provided in 
military ſtores, nor were there any 
thing of much value found in it, except 
two lacs of muſket buliets, 2nd pro- 
viſions for 10co men for two months.

In their 
ad vancement into the country of Tip- 


poo, they have met with no oppoſi- 


tion, to obſtruc their march; and 
have already traverſed an extent of 
territory, which in times of tranqui- 
lity, and under a proper ſyſtem of 
management, would yield an annual 
revenue, of upwards of twenty lacks 
of rupees. 

When theſe letters were diſpatched, 
the lat accounts that had been receiv- 
ed from this army, at Hydrabad, 
mention their having taken their 
ground, before Cottopalam, for the 


purpoſe of reducing it by fiege; the 


Kiliedar having poſitively refuſed to 
ſurrender it to the ſummons— which 
object they had however no doubt of 
being very ſpeedily able to effect. 

A large reinforcement of cavalry and 
infantry, wich an additional number 
of artillery, amounting in all, to no 
leſs than twenty-two, thouſand; was 
alſo (with the utmoſt expedition) get. 
ting in readineſs to join the troops of 
the Nizam, already in the field. Par- 
ticular attention had been beſtywed up- 
on their equipment, and as they were 
nearly completed, they were expected 
hortiy afterwards, to march from

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Hydrabad. This reinforcement, ad- 
ded to the advanced detachment, will 
augment the army entering the My- 
fore dominions, from the northward, 
to thirty-eight thouſand men. 

zo. The centre army, continue 
their march through the Barramaul 
country, without che occurrence of the 
ſlighteſt oppoſition. Having taken 
poſſeſſion of the fort of Vaniambad- 
dy, (as already mentioned) purſuing 
their route to the ſouthward, by Tri- 
patore, they reached this day Caveri- 
patnam, a place of very conſiderable 
ſtrength, but which on their approach, 
was abandoned by its garriſon. It is 
ſituate due eaſt of Seringipatam a- 
bout ninety miles diſtant. 

In the centre army, when theſe ac- 
counts came away, there was no cer- 


tain information of the fituation of 


Tippoo, or of any conſiderable part 
of his forces; but, from the celerity 
with which his movements are per- 
formed, the ſudden appearance of the 
enemy in their neighbourhood, was 
a circumſtance, for which they were 
prepared, beyond the poſſibility of ſur- 
Prize. |

The army returns to Tritchinopoly.—Ceſſation of Heſtilities with 
the French.— An armiſtice with Tippoo Sultaun, —T he army 
prepares to proceed againſt the rebelliaus Colleries. 

HE day after the, army had taken poſieſſion of Daraporam, Colonel 
Fullarton received orders from General Stuart, to march towards 

him at Cuddalore ; which obliged the Colonel to relinquiſh the adven- 
tages he had gained. He, however, took the neceſſary precautions for 
the defence of Dindigul, which was garriſoned by the 6th Carnatic bat- 


talion, and a body of the Nabob's independents. Some heavy guns, and 


military ſtores, were likewiſe thrown into the place, and directions given, 


that grain might be collected, wood prepared, and every effort made, to 


euſure a deſperate reſiſtance, For the demolition of Caroor, mines were 
conſtructed, and the works blown up; inſtructious were allo given, to

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the ſouthern commandants, reſpeRing the diſtribution of their troops, 


and preparations for defence. 


On the arrival of the army at Teitchinopoly i in June, the troops were 
ſupplied with grain, the gun-carriages repaired, cattle collected from the 
army at Cuddclore, and boats provided for eroſſing the Cavery and Cole- 
roon, which, with two intermediate ſtreams, were then unfordable. At 
Munſurpet, on the northern bank of the Coleroon, Colonel Fullarton re- 

ceived farther inſtructions from General Stuart, to march without delay 
to Cuddelore. He had then intelligence, that Suffrein's ſquadron had 
anchored at Cuddelore, that a diſembarkation of many thouſand men 


was intended, and that the Engliſh army was haraſſed, with the duty of 


the trenches, The army in conſequence, marched towards General 
Stuart; and the command of the fouthern provinces, remained with 


Colonel Forbes. 

Upon the arrival of the army within three forced marches of General 
Stuart's camp, a ceſſation of hoſtilities with the French was announced; 
and the ſame diſpatches intimated the ſuſpenhon of General Stuart, and 


that General Bruce, commanded the Carnatic army. 


Colonel Fullarton halted, and immediately wrote to General Bruce, 
offering to make an unexpected movement againſt the fort of Salem, 


which ſecures the moſt important pals from the Carnatic into Myſore ; 


and contained many months proviſions for an army; adding, that no- 


thing wouldebe requiſite, on the part of the General, but to ſend a force 


ſufficient to garriſon the place, until he could move there, with the troops 
from Cuddelore; but the General finding it neceſlary, to reject the pro- 
poſal, Col. F al in virtue of the diſcretionary powers veſted in 
him by the Madras Government, returned back to Munſurpet. On 
his arrival, he laid down a judicious plan of operations, but his expec- 
tations of carrying them into effect, were fruſtrated, by the intimations 


of an armiſtice, with Tippoo Sultaun, 


During the courſe of theſe proceedings, it was found impracticable to 
carry into execution, the ſalutary meaſures intended by Government, 


for the re- eſtabliſhiment of public authority, in the ſouthern provinces, 


which unavoidably remained in their former confuſion.— The Polygars, 
Colleries, and other tributaries, ever ſince the commencement of the war, 
had thrown off all appearance of allegiance, No civil arrangement, 
could be attempted without a military force, and nothing leſs than the

that officer. On former occaſions, he had beat off confiderable detachments, 


and avowedly protected our enemies, who thought themſelves ſecure 
in the fort of Shevigerry. He had collected magazines ſufficient to ſup- 
ply the Dutch force, that was expected from Columbo, and to reſiſt the 
moſt tedious blockade; as he did not conceive that his fort could be ſtorm- 
ed, and every circumſtance in his conduct marked, that he beld himſelf 


beyond the reach of military power.
